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178  Delegates  Plan 
To  Attend  May  12 

1 36  Papers  Entered  in  Eight 
Classes  of  Contest 


A total  of  178  delegates  from  56 
high  schools  and  preparatory 
schools  in  Pennsylvania  and  New 
Jersey  were  listed  on  May  1 as 
planning  to  attend  the  sessions  of 
Lehigh’s  first  annual  Scholastic 
Press  Conference,  next  Saturday, 
May  12. 

At  the  same  time,  136  newspapers 
and  magazines  from  schools  in  the 
two  states  had  been  entered  in  the 
eight  classes  of  the  contest  being 
conducted  in  connection  with  the 
conference. 

The  number  of  delegates,  it 
seemed,  might  pass  the  200-mark 
by  the  time  the  conference  sessions 
open,  for  the  general  closing  date 
for  delegates  is  not  until  May  7,  and 
the  conference  director  has  an- 
nounced that  unlisted  delegates 
would  be  welcomed  up  to  the  last 
minute. 

15  From  Paterson  Central 

Many  schools  are  sending  more 
than  three  representatives,  with 
Central  High  school  of  Paterson, 
N.  J.,  leading  the  way  with  15. 
Among  schools  planning  to  send 
five  delegates  are  Boys’  High  school 
of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  Cheltenham 
Senior  High  school  of  Elkins  Park. 
Pa.,  Abington  (Pa.)  High  school, 
Orangeville  (Pa.)  High  school,  and 
Waverly  (Pa.)  High  school.  A 
number  of  schools  are  sending  four 
delegates. 

Among  those  who  plan  to  attend 
are  the  advisers,  or  sponsors,  of  26 
different  high  school  papers. 

The  136  contest  entries  include 
39  papers  from  Class  A schools,  40 
from  Class  B,  42  from  Class  C,  and 
15  from  preparatory  schools.  They 
have  already  been  turned  over  to 
the  judges,  who  are  Harold  B. 
Farquhar,  editor  of  the  Bethlehem 
Globe-Times,  Colonel  C.  J.  Smith, 
managing  editor  of  the  Allentown 
Morning  Call,  and  John  C.  Merrill, 
city  editor  of  the  Easton  Express.

Sixteen  bronze  plaques  and  a 
number  of  certificates  will  be 
awarded  to  the  successful  papers. 
Plaques  will  be  given  to  each  of  the 
eight  first-place  winners,  plaques  to 
the  second-place  winners,  and  cer- 
tificates to  those  papers  in  all 
classes  which  the  judges  deem 
worthy  of  honorable  mention. 

The  awards  will  be  announced  at 
the  closing  session  of  the  confer- 
ence. 


Philadelphia  Sports  Edi- 
tor Will  Be  Principal 
Speaker;  Prominent  Le- 
high Men  on  Program 

Gordon  Mackay,  for  a number  of 
years  sports  editor  of  the  PRiladel- 
phia  Record,  will  be  the  principal 
luncheon  speaker  at  the  first  annual 
Lehigh  Scholastic  Press  conference, 
to  be  held  at  Lehigh  university  on 
Saturday,  May  12. 

Although  Scotch  in  name,  Mr. 
Mackay  promises  not  to  be  too 
close  and  sparing  with  experience, 
anecdote,  object  lesson,  and  advice 
in  showing  “the  young  editorial 
minds  of  the  sister  states  the  ap- 
pealing side  of  the  most  enjoyable 
profession  in  the  world.”  He  prom- 
ises too,  not  be  long-winded;  he 
says  he  has  never  missed  the  dead- 
line for  a final  edition. 

In  addition  to  Mackay,  who  is 
now  sports  editor  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Transscript  and  doing  pub- 
licity work  in  Philadelphia,  other 
prominent  speakers  at  the  general 
sessions  will  include  President 
Charles  Russ  Richards,  of  Lehigh, 
Dean  C.  M.  McConn  of  Lehigh, 
and  Professor  Neil  Carothers,  di- 
rector of  the  College  of  Business 
Administration  at  Lehigh.  These 
three  wdll  speak  at  the  opening  ses- 
sion of  the  conference  at  11  o’clock. 
Richards,  McConn  to  Speak 

President  Richards,  w'ho  has  long 
been  interested  in  journalism  and 
who  instituted  journalism  courses  at 
Lehigh  in  1927,  will  extend  greet- 
ings. Dean  McConn,  who  is  the 
author  of  “Studies  Aren’t  Every- 
thing” and  “College  or  Kinder- 
garten,” will  speak  on  “How  Does 
Journalism  Rate  as  an  Extra- 
Curricular  Activity.”  Dr.  Carothers, 
whoe  articles  on  ecomonic  prob- 
lems in  the  New  York  Herald- 
Tribune  during  the  last  year  have 
aroused  widespread  comment,  will

Mackay,  the  luncheon  program  at 
12:30  will  include  vocal  and  in- 
strumental numbers  by  groups  from 
Lehigh’s  musical  organizations  and 
a short  talk  and  demonstration  of 
legerdemain  by  A.  E.  Buchanan, 
Alumni  secretary,  who  was  a prom- 
inent Lehigh  student  journalist  in 
his  college  days  and  who  was  for- 
merly connected  with  the  various 
McGraw-Hill  technical  publica- 
tions. Dr.  Natt  M.  Emery,  vice 
president  of  Lehigh,  will  be  the 
toastmaster,  and  newspaper  men 
from  Allentown  and  Bethlehem  will 
be  guests. 

Delegates  to  Participate 
The  afternoon  sessions  at  2:15  in 
Packard  laboratory  will  inaugurate 
the  real  “hard  work”  of  the  con- 
ference, Visiting  delegates,  for  the 
first  time,  will  then  be  asked  to 
take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

The  news  and  editorial  represen- 
tatives will  meet  in  one  group  and 
will  be  addressed  by  Prof,  Dale  H. 
Gramley,  and  the  business  represen- 
tatives will  meet  separately  to  hear 
Prof,  H.  A,  Haring,  Jr.,  who  is  in 
charge  of  advertising  and  market- 
ing courses  at  Lehigh,  speak  on 
“How  Advertisements  Are  Made.” 
Both  of  these  sessions  will  be 
open  for  discussion  by  delegates. 
Questions  will  be  invited  regarding 
anything  related  to  the  topics  of  the 
speakers  in  the  respective  groups. 

At  2:45  the  news  and  editorial 
group  will  be  divided  into  smaller 
sections  for  round  table  discussions, 
while  the  business  representatives 
will  continue  in  their  separate  ses- 
sion under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Kenneth  K.  Kost,  business  adviser 
for  the  Brown  and  White,  Lehigh’s 
student  newspaper. 

Lehigh  Students  on  Program 
The  groups  will  hear  short  talks 
by  Lehigh  student  journalists  and 
will  then  discuss  informally  the 
problems  of  their  respective  papers 
in  the  particular  category  of  the 
group  topic. 

At  3:45  the  delegates  will  as- 
semble in  the  auditorium  for  the 
closing"  session  and  the  announce- 
ment and  presentation  of  contest 
awards.  Prof.  P.  M.  Palmer,  direc- 
tor of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences at  Lehigh,  will  make  the 
awards.

Student  executives  of  the  various 
Lehigh  publications  and  the  two  ad- 
visers of  the  Brown  and  White,  stu- 
dent newspaper,  will  talk  and  have 
charge  of  the  round-table  discus- 
sions that  will  form  the  heart  of 
the  Press  Conference  on  Saturday 
afternoon.

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Civil  War  Papers 
Will  Be  on  Display 

Other  Old  Volumes  Also  to  Be 
Shown  in  Library 

What  did  the  newspapers  say 
when  Fort  Sumter  fell?  When  the 
northern  forces  swept  forward  at 
Gettysburg?  When  Lincoln  was 
mortally  wounded  in  Ford’s  thea- 
ter? 

The  answer  to  these  and  many 
other  questions  will  be  found  in  the 
exhibit  of  Civil  War  newspapers 
which  will  be  on  display  in  the  Le- 
high library  during  the  Press  con- 
ference on  May  12. 

Only  a few  libraries  in  large 
cities  of  the  country  have  collec- 
tions of  old  newspapers  exceeding 
that  at  Lehigh.  Complete  volumes 
of  the  New  York  Herald,  New  York 
Times,  New  York  Tribune,  and  the 
New  York  World  for  the  Civil  war 
years  are  owned  by  the  library,  and 
many  of  the  these  volumes  will  be 
exhibited. 

To  Show  Paper  Dated  1728 

In  addition  to  the  Civil  war  pa- 
pers, many  other  newspapers  of  his- 
torical interest  will  be  displayed. 
A copy  of  the  New  England 
Weekly  Journal  for  1728  will  be  dis- 
played along  with  a copy  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Gazette  for  1790.  This 
paper  gives  the  results  of  the  elec- 
tion which  made  Thomas  Mifflin 
the  first  governor  of  Pennsylvania. 

One  of  the  largest  newspapers 
ever  published,  the  New  York 
Journal  of  Commerce  with  pages 
29x34  inches,  will  be  compared  with 
an  old  copy  of  the  Baltimore  Sun 
of  1839,  which  then  was  only  half 
as  big  as  the  present  tabloids. 

The  Civil  war  newspapers  with 
their  large  maps  of  the  battle  sec- 
tors. their  headlines  only  a column 
wide  but  nearly  a column 
in  length,  and  with  their  lack  of  dis- 
play advertising,  are  most  interest- 
ing to  readers  of  modern  newspa- 
pers. 

The  old  papers  are  also  of  great 
value  from  a historical  angle  as 
they  reveal  the  beliefs  of  the  peo- 
ple at  that  time.  Many  stories  which 
the  people  in  the  60’s  believed  to  be 
true  have  been  proved  false  since 
time  has  allowed  additional  facts  to 
be  gathered. 

Old  Pennsylvania  papers  will  be 
selected  at  random  to  present  a pic- 
ture of  Pennsylvania  journalism  in 
pre-Civil  war  days. 


To  Welcome  Delegates 


PRESIDENT  C.  R.  RICHARDS 
Who  has  been  president  of  Le- 
high university  since  1922.  He  is 
the  sixth  president  to  serve  the

At  Varsity  Ball  Game 

Delegates  to  the  conference  have 
been  invited  by  Col.  Nelson  A. 
Kellogg,  director  of  athletics,  to  be 
guests  at  the  two  baseball  games 
scheduled  for  the  afternoon  of  May 
12.  The  games  are  the  annual  var- 
sity and  freshman  battles  with  Le- 
high’s traditional  rival,  Lafayette. 

Although  the  conference  sessions 
will  not  be  concluded  until  about  4 
o’clock,  delegates  will  be  able  to  see 
the  major  portion  of  the  varsitj' 
game,  which  will  not  start  until 
about  3:45.  The  freshman  game  will 
get  under  way  about  1 :30. 

Admission  to  the  game  will  be  by 
identification  tags,  which  will  be 
supplied  to  delegates  when  they 
register. 

To  Meet  Trains  and  Buses 

Delegates  who  plan  to  come  to 
Bethlehem  by  train  or  bus  are  re- 
quested to  inform  Professor  Gram- 
ley  of  that  fact.  Arrangements  will 
be  made  to  have  Lehigh  student 
committeemen  meet  the  delegations 
who  travel  by  either  of  these  two 
means. 


Sessions  to  be  Held 
In  $1,000,000  Lab 

Luncheon,  However,  Will  Be 
in  Different  Building 

Sessions  of  the  conference — with 
the  exception  of  the  noon  lunch- 
eon— will  be  held  in  James  Ward 
Packard  Mechanical  and  Electrical 
Engineering  laboratory  building. 

This  building,  which  was  com- 
pleted in  1929  at  a cost  of  $1,250,000, 
is  located  at  the  foot  of  the  Lehigh 
campus.  It  is  of  stone  construction 
in  the  popular  Collegiate  Gothic  ar- 
chitectural style,  and  is  the  gift  of 
the  late  James  Ward  Packard,  Le- 
high ’84,  founder  of  the  Packard 
automobile  company. 

Mr.  Packard  gave  the  building  as 
a “slight  token  of  his  debt  to  his 
Alma  Mater.’’  He  wanted  it  to  be 
the  most  modern  and  best  equipped 
laboratory  of  its  kind  in  the  world. 
Educators  say  that  he  succeeded  in 
this  respect. 

First  Packard  on  Display 

The  first  automobile  that  Mr. 
Packard  designed  and  manufactured 
was  given  by  him  to  Lehigh.  It 
rests  in  a glass  case  in  the  lobby  of 
the  Packard  laboratory,  but  is  taken 
out  now  and  then  on  special  occa- 
sions. Its  last  jaunt  was  to  the  Cen- 
tury of  Progress  exhibition  in  Chi- 
cago last  year. 

The  auditorium  of  the  laboratory 
is  probably  the  most-used  large 
room  on  the  campus  for  meetings 
and  lectures.  It  has  been  the  meet- 
ing place  of  numerous  intercolle- 
giate organizations  of  various  kinds 
and  last  year  accommodated,  among 
other  things,  the  sessions  of  the 
Model  League  of  Nations. 

Smaller  lecture  rooms  and  class 
rooms  of  the  building  will  be  used 
for  the  round  table  group  sessions 
of  the  Press  conference. 

Registration  will  be  in  the  engin- 
eering societies’  lounge  room  on  the 
first  floor.  This  room,  which  has 
been  furnished  by  Eta  Kappa  Nu, 
honorary  electrical  engineering  so- 
ciety, and  Pi  Tau  Sigma,  honorary 
mechanical  engineering  society,  is 
outfitted  in  the  manner  of  the  most 
comfortable  of  fraternity  house  liv- 
ing rooms.  Its  use  has  been  ten- 
dered Press  conference  delegates  by 
the  two  societies. 

The  location  of  the  Packard  lab- 
oratory is  Number  2 on  the  map  of 
the  campus.  The  main  entrance  is  on 
the  campus  front  of  the  building.

Once  in  Beth- 
lehem, however,  there  are  two 
things  to  remember:  (1)  Lehigh  is 
located  on  what  is  known  as  the 
South  Side  of  Bethlehem;  and  (2) 
those  who  do  not  come  into  Beth- 
lehem on  the  South  Side,  must  cross 
the  Lehigh  river  by  way  of  the 
Hill-to-Hill  bridge.
